“One of the first things I 
heard when I arrived in the 
state was that I must not fail 
to visit the Everglades and meet 
Sharp, the editor of. the Ever- 
glades newspaper, and have 
been hearing of you all through 
the state,” was Mr. . Stock- 
bridge’s pleasant greeting when 
introduction was made by Mr. 
Burguieres and Mr. Mathews. 

Not all of the truekets whose 
names Mr. Stockbridge had ‘on 
his list were available for inter- 
view, but from W. F. Buch&n- 
non and others he got first- 
hand information of the charac- 
teristics of the soil, crops, time 
and mannér of planting and har- 
vest, yields-and prices and prof- 
its. He had already acquainted 
himself with many fundamental 
facts-about the history of the 
region, the plan of. reclamation 
and its progress and the nature 
and extent of development oper- 
ations.

The first general election in the 
United States was held January 7, 
1789. ‘The Presidential electors so 
chosen met In February to vote for 
President and vic» president. 

Euch elector voted. for two candl- 
dates for the highest office, under a 
provision that the candidate receiving 
the largest number of votes was to be 
declared President, while the second 
choice had to be content with the vice 
presidenty. George Washington re 
celved 69 votes and was elected Presi- 
dant, while John Adams, with 34 votes, 
became vice president. Others recely- 
ing votes were John Jay of New 
9; R, H. Harrison of Maryland, 
John Rutledge of South Carolina, 
John Hancock of Massachusettsi, 4; 
George Clinton of New York, 3; Sam- 
uel Huntington of Connecticut, 2; 
James 
Armstrong of Georgia, 1; Richard Tel- 
fair of Georgia, 1; Benjamin Lincoln 
of Massachusetts, 1. 

Before the 1804 election the Consti- 
tution was changed so that the elec 
tors voted for a President and vice 
president.

Let us, then, look at some of 
those natural resources 
ed by Florida and consider its 
population upon them. 

The land area of the state is 
54,861 square miles. Florida is 
therefore, about as large as New 
York, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island combined. Conservative 
figures place the acreage cap- 
able of agricultural develop- 
ment at 22,000,000. Of that 
acreage, only about 2,000,000 
are now producing. Surely no 
one nowadays has to be remind- 
ed of the fundamental import- 
ance of agriculture nor of the 
growing appreciation on’ the 
part of Americans of thé part 
which agriculture plays in the 
industrial scheme of things. 
Bear in mind our constantly in- 
creasing necessity of food for 
these new mouths. With. 20,- 
000,000 acres in Florida capable 
of agricultural development, 
who wil] say that this is not a 
resource as solid as bed rock it- 
self? 

Real, Not Paper, Wealth 

But you may say, has there 
been any recent growth and de- 
velopment of farm acreage or 
has it remained at a standstill? 
Where a section is as compara- 
tively new as Florida, it must 
be expected that statistics cov- 
ering long periods in the past 
are not available. But such as 
there are show plainly the trend 
of growth. For example: 

From 1910 to 1920, farm land 
acreage increased over 27 per 
cent, while the increase in the 
value of farm crops was from 
$33,217,000 in 1910 to $82,310,- 
000 in 1922. . Furthermore, in 
the ten year period from 1910 to 
1922, the value.of farm proper- 
ty rose-from $143,183,183 -to 
$330,301,717, and the value of 
farm land from $93,728,000 to 
$228,424,000. 

In the ‘production of oranges, 
grapefruit, tomatoes and celery, 
Florida ranks first among the 
southern states. In 1923, of 
124,438 carloads of fruit ship- 
ped out of the south, over 40 
per cent came from Florida, and 
of 110,577 cárloads of vegeta- 
bles, over 20 per cent were from 
that state. From September 1, 
1923, to July 30, 1924, total car- 
load shipments of fruits “and 
vegetables from the state were 
103,778, an increase of 23 1-2 
per cent over shipments for the 
previous season. 

Doesn'f that look as if the 
state had another class of cit- 
izens beside real estate dealers? 

It might be well to ` mention 
two others of Florida's natural 
resources—wealth inherint, in 
the soil. 

About 2,000,000 tons of phos- 
phate are mined each year, with 


jan estimated reserve of 212,- 


000,000 tons of the rock avail- 
able for the future. In 1923, 
which is the most recent year 
for which government figures 
are available, over 80 per cent 
of the phosphates supplied by 
thtcMnited States to the world 
came from Florida mines. And 
lumber cut each year ap 
proaches a billion feet. 
Turning from resources in or 
emerging from the soil, let us 
look briefly at one or two other 
phases of industrial activity 
which are more literally man-

Let us -consider Florida’s 
manufacturies. In 1919 her in- 
vestment in:them was $65,290,- 
643. In 1920, it was $260,294,- 
000—more than three times as 
much. As for the value of pro-

Florida, some twenty years ago, 
I was continually approached by 
Northérners who wanted to in- 
vest in mortgages there. In 
those days a mortgage of over 
four figures was a rarity, and 
practically no record was kept 
of building permits. Consider 
the difference today. 
If you will consult the report 
of April, 1925, ' you will fin: 
that month amounted to over 
$13,000,000. This is an increase 
of 37 per cent over April, 1924. 
One of the most signifcant 
features in connection with the 
April, 1925 report of construc- 
tion in the state is to be found 
in the character of the building. 
Of the total of $13,000,000 near- 
ly 50 per cent represented res- 
idential building, 25 ` per cent 
commercial-buildings, and 17 
r cent public works and util- 
Ries. The continued demand 
for residential buildings is an al- 
most infallible index of the 
character of the state’s coloni- 
zation and of its permanency. 
For the habits of Americans are 
anything but migratory. We do 
not move lightly from place to 
place with our families. And 
the fact that current residential 
building in Florida is of a vol- 
ume practieglly equal to all 
other construction is a baro- 
meter of,stabilization conceded 
by all economists. P 
The people who go to Florida 
are home buyers and buliders. 
And the numbers of people who 
go are constantly on the in- 
crease. Moreover, this increase 
is in wéll-balanced rations. For 
instance, from 1910 to 1920 the 
United States gained 15'per cent 
in population, and Florida gain- 
ed 25 per cent.

The best paper used in 
Europe is made from a lant that 
is harvested; that paper is 
lighter than our wood pulp 
paper—you will ' recall that 
books printed in England are 
lighter in weight than are books 
printed in this country.” 

This estimate agrees with 
that of E. J. Graham, manager 
of the Pennsylvania Sugar Com- 
pany’s Dade county plantation, 
who has suggested that the time 
may come when sugar canes will 
be grown in the Everglades 
primar/y for their bagasse, 
with suzar as a by-product.
